inland post was pennitted subject to certain conditions 

Persons licensed to sell the drugs obtained them either by direct importa- 
tion from .1 foreign country or from another licensed vendor in India The 
tot il quantity of cocaine and its allied drugs imported during the year 1927-28 
wa‘5 5 lb's 1 oz and 91 ^ grains, compared \vith 2 lbs 10 oz and 120} grams 
in the preceding year and 8 lbs, 2 oz and 79 grains m the year 1912-13 

3 Export — The export of the dnigs from the Presidency was allowed 
only with the pornussion of the Commissioner of Excise or of a District 
Collector 

4 Transport — Similarly the transport of the drugs within the Presidency 
was allowed only under permits granted by Distnct Collectors or by hcensed 
vendors, in the case of drugs sold by hcensees, concurrently with and sub- 
ject to the control of the District Collector 

5 Eosscssion — The possession of the drugs was limited as foUoits — 

A — In the case of authorised medical practitioners and dentists and 
vetennary practitioners holdmg diplomas from recogmsed 
institutions, who required the drugs for use in the exercise of 
their profession half an oimce or such larger quantity as was 
fixed by the Commissioner of Excise m each case 

B — In the case of other persons , such quantities as were covered by 
prescriptions granted by authorised medical practitigners or

(in') The safe of the above mentioned drugs, exception licensed vendor, 
or to any person authorised to possess or to export them, was allowed only 
on and in accordance with the written prescriptions of authonsed medical 
practitioners Cocaine could not be suppbed more than once on the same pres- 
cription except in pursuance of fresh directions duly endorsed on the prescrip- 
tion by the medical practitioner by whom it was originally issued, and signed 
with his name in full and dated. 

7. Licenses issued and sales thereunder. — The number of hcenses issued 
durmg 1927-28 was 200 for possession and sale The quantity actually used 
by licensees was 4 lbs 10 oz and 1951 grains In 1926-27, 199 hcenses 
were issued, agamst 103 m 1912-13, and the quantity sold m 1926-27 amounted 
to 1 lb 15 oz and 139 grams, compared with 4 lbs 14 oz. and 17 grams 
in the year 1912-13 

8 Cocaine offences and seizures — No offence against cocame regulations 
was reported durmg the year 

9 Disposal of confiscated cocaine — Confiscated cocame hydrochloride 
and its synthetic substitutes, if seized in intact phials bearmg the name of a 
recognised maker, were required to be forwarded, after exammation by the 
Chemical Exammer, Madras, to the Medical Storekeeper at Madras, while 
all phials and packets of cocaine and its synthetic substitutes and prepara- 
tions of these drugs other than such as were passed by the Chemical Examiner 
as fit for use, were disposed of by pnvate sale or by auction to hcensed 
chemists and druggists, or were decoyed If the stock of confiscated cocaine 
was greatly in excess of the annual requirements of the Medical Store Depot 
arrangements were made for distribution of the excess to the Depots m other 
provinces Any excess stocks remaining after the requirements of the Medical 
Store Depots had been comphed with, were sold to hcensed chemists and 
medical practitioners or were destroyed The value of the confiscated cocaine, 
etc , suppbed to the Medical Store Depot was credited as Excise revenue 
Confiscated coca leaves were destroyed. 
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CHAPTER II — Bombat Presldenct 

lO. Rules — Rules wore m force controlling dealings in coca leaves, 
cocaine and other alkaloids of coca, every other intoxicating drink or sub- 
stance prepared from the coca plant, all drugs synthetic or other, haAung 
a like physiological effect to that of cocaine, and all preparations and admix- 
tures of any of the above But certain recognised medicmal preparations of 
cocaine and its allied drugs contaimng less than 1/lOth per cent of cocame 
vere exempt from the operation of the rules 

11 Import — ^The miport of cocaine drugs by means of the foreign post 
was prohibited except on behalf of the Government Their importation by 
other means Avas permitted only under cover of permits granted by the Excise 
authorities of the places into which the drugs were to be imported The 
import of the drugs up to slx grains whether in a dry state or in solution was, 
however, allowed without permit when it was covered by a medical prescrip- 
tion In the case of drugs imported from Europe through the Bombay 
Custom House, the time up to which the permits were to run was endorsed 
upon them by the Collector of Customs, Bombay The quantity imported 
into the Presidency proper dunng the year 1927-28 was 15 lbs 12 oz and 157 
grains, against 16 lbs 5 oz and 409 grains in the year 1926-27 and 264 lbs 
5 oz and 191 grains during the year 1912-13. 

12. Export . — ^The export of the drugs up to six grams whether m a dry 
state or in solution was allowed without a permit when it was covered by 
medical prescriptions A hcensee desiring to export a larger quantity 
either to an Indian State or to another ProAonce in British India was required 
to produce before the Collector of his district a penmt, granted m the case of 
exports to the Punjab by the Financial Commissioner of the Punjab, and m 
the case of other places by the Chief Excise authonty of the British District or 
Pohtical Agent of the Indian State to which the drugs were to be removed 
The Collector thereupon noted on the import permit the tune durmg which 
the permit was to be in force, and allowed the drugs to be removed under 
cover thereof If the export was to be made from the Custom House at 
Bombay, the Collector of Customs, Bombay, endorsed the permit, and 
if from any other place in the Town of Bombay, the Collector of Bombay 
did it 

13 Transport.— ^anspoit of the drugs without a permit was allowed 
within the hmits specified below — 

(1) In the case of duly hcensed medical practitioners up to 20 grams. 

(2) In the case of persons holdmg bona fide prescriptions from qualified 

medical practitioners up to six grams 

Transport by other persons, without a permit was absolutely prohibited 
Transport m excess of the above quantities was allowed only imder cover of 
permits granted imder conditions similar to those specified m paragraph 12 
above 

14. Possession — ^A hmit was imposed upon the possession of the drugs 
in question by hcensed chemists and druggists and medical practitioners. 
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Thi‘^ limit was fixed liy the Coliccti'r in tin* ca‘-(‘ of eirli lioensoe The limit 
for possession by other persons w.is tin* same as {hit for transport mentioned 
in paragraph 13 Possession In pruato persons exeejit under a hona fide 
medical prescription was absolutely jirohibited 

15 Sale — Sale without n license was similirh prohibited Licenses 
for sale were issued by Collectors of districts free of charge to .lI)p^o^ed chemist 
and druggists and qualified medical practitioners 'Ihise licenses, wlicn once 
issued held good, subject to the good behiiMour of the lirensfe so long ns he 
continued to trade or jiraclise at the place specified in the licdnc \ medical 
practitioner was bound to obtain his stock from a liceii'C-d \cndor in India, 
and could not sell or dispense to any person except on a honn fide medical 
prescription from a qualified medical jiractitioiier or upon his own prescrip- 
tion" The quantity so sold or dispensed at one time, or to one and the same 
person in the aggregate on any day, could not exceed sjv grains A licensed 
chemist or druggist could ohtam his stock either by juirch.asing from a

IG Licensci, is<nicd and sa/c& thereunder — The nmnhor of s.ile licenses 
extant and granted during the year under rexicw was 754, compared with 
715 m the preceding year and 400 in 1912-13 The quantity sold under 
these bcenses during 1927-28 was 10 lbs 14 or and 110 grains, against 
16 lbs 9 oz and 89 grams m the preceding year, and 34 lbs 3 oz and 219 
grams in the year 1912-13 

17 Seizures — The seizures durmg the year amounted to 2 lbs 1 oz 
and 264 grams, against 8 lbs 7 oz and 347 grams m the preceding year and 
148 lbs 9 oz and 241 grams in the year 1912-13 


18 Disposal of confiscated cocaine — Cocame and its aUied drugs confis- 
cated in the Bombay Presidency which were products of recogmsed makers 
and m intact phials were required to be sent to the Chemical Analyser for 
examination If passed by that officer as fit for use, they were sealed with 
his seal and issued quarterly to the iledical Store Depot at Bombay Wlien 
the quantity so issued was greatly m excess of the reqmrements of the Depot, 
arrangements were made m commumcation with the Director General, Indian 
Medical Sernce, to distnbute the excess to the Depots in other provmces 
ITie amounts m stock after satisfymg the demands of the Depots were kept 
m charge of the Excise Department and reported at the close of each financial 
year to the Government of India Phials which were not procured from 
recognised makers, or from which the ongmal capsules had been removed

21 Import — The import, export and transport of cocaine dru^s by the 
inland post were permitted subject to certain conditions Their importation 
by other means was permitted only, under cover of import certificates andi 
permits granted by the Excise authorities of the places into which the drugs 
were to be imported In the case of drugs imported from abroad through the 
Karachi Custom House, the period for which permits were to remain in force 
was endorsed upon them by the Collector of Customs, Karachi The quantity 
imported into Sind during the year amounted to 45 oz and 167 grains, again^ 
29 oz and 6 grains in the previous year

22 Export — A licensee desiring to export cocaine either to another 
province in British India or to an Indian State was required to produce before 
the Collector of his district a permit granted by the chief Excise authority of the 
place of importation of a Bsitish Province, or by the Pohtical Agent accredited, 
if it was an Indian State, and the Financial Commissioner, Punjab, for that 
province The Collector thereupon noted on the reverse of the import permit 
the time during which the permit was to be in force, and allowed the drug 
to be exported In the case of export from Karachi Custom House, the Col- 
lector of Customs, Karachi, endorsed the permit 

23 Transport — Transport of the drugs without a permit was allowed — 

(t) in the case of duly licensed medical practitioners up to a maximum 
of 20 grains, 

iyi) in the case of persons ho ding bona fide prescriptions from qualified 
medical practitioners up to a maximum of 6 grains 

Transport by other persons without a permit was absolutely prohibited 
Transport in excess of the above quantities was allowed only under conditions 
similar to those described in paragraph 22 above 

24 Possession — The maximum limit of possession under the medical 
practitioners and chemists’ and druggists’ licenses was fixed by the Collector, 
with reference to the nature and extent of the licensee’s practice or business 
The limit of possess on by other persons was the same ns that prescribed for 
transport, see paragraph 23 («) above 

25 Sale — Sale without a bcense was prohibited Lici nses for the sale of 
cocame were issued by Collectors of districts free of charge to approved chemids 
and druggists and qualified medical practitioners These licenses were valid 
subject to the good behaviour of ihe licensee so long as he continued to prac- 
tise or carried on business at the place specified m the license A medical prac- 
titioner was bound to obtain hi stock from a licensed vendor in India and 
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could not sell or dispense to any person except on a bona fide medical presenp- 
tion The quantity so sold or dispensed at one time or to one and the same 
person in the aggregate on any one day, could not exceed 0 grains A licensed 
chemist or druggist could obtain his stock either by purchasing from a licensed 
vendor in India or by importation from abroad (by means other than that of the 
post) He could sell to other licensed chemists and druggists and medical prac- 
titioners and to persons holding bona fide prescriptions from qualified medical 
practitioners up to the maximum quantity pcrnussiblc, in each case Sa’e 
on the authority of a medical prescription was allowed only once unless an 
order to repeat was endorsed on the prescription

28 Disposal of confiscated cocaine — Cocaine confiscated in S nd was sent 
to the Karachi Customs "Warehouse for disposal in accordance with the rules 
framed by the Local Government, 
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CHAPTER IV — Bengal Presidency. 

29 Rules — Cocaine was first declared to be an excisable article m Bengal 
in the year 1900 There are rules in force to govern dealings m coca leaves, 
alkaloids Of coca, every drink or substance prepared from the coca plant 
(Erythroxylon coca), every drug, synthetic or other, having a like physiologi- 
cal effect to that of cocaine, and every preparation and admixture thereof. 
Certain articles in which the proportion of the diug is so small as to be negli- 
gible or which for other reasons cannot possibly be used as intoxicants are, 
however, exempted from Excise restrictions 

30 Importi. — The import of the aforesaid articles into Bengal through the 
post was absolutely prohibited In all cases of import from out ide British 
India, an import authorisation as well as an import certificate in the form pres- 
cribed by the League of Nations had to be obtained before an indent was sent 
abroad, and the appUcant had to give an undertaking that the consignment was 
required exclusively for medicinal purposes The import authorisation was 
issued without fee by the Commissioner of Excise and covered import and 
transport of the drug from the Custom House to the place of business of the 
importer 

31 Export — The export of cocaine or any preparation or admixture there- 
of, in any quantity m excess of the quantity obtained on a bona fide medical 
prescription could be made only as follows — 

(t) by a licensed chemist or druggist, and 

(t») by means other than the post (except when transmitted by hoensed 
chemists and druggists under certain conditions to different place i 
in India and except when the export was on account of Govern- 
ment), and 

(nt) on the production of — 

(o) in the case of export to a district in British India, of an authority 
granted by an officer empowered in that behalf by the Govern- 
ment of the Province into which import was to be made 

(6) for export — 

(1) to an Indian State of an “import certificate ” in the form pres- 

cribed by the League of Nations, signed by the Dewan or the 
Chief Executive Officer of the State and countersigned 
by the Resident or the Pohtical Officer accredited to it. 

(2) to a foreign territory in India, of permission from the proper 

authority therein , 

(c) for export to a country beyond the limits of India, of a certificate 

from the Government of the importing country to the effei t 
that the consignment was approved by that Government and 
was required exclusively for medicinal or scientific purposes 

(d) For export by sea to a maritime State in India or to any place 

beyond the limits of India, of a certificate from the Government 
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of tlie importing country to tlic effect that the consignment was 
approved by that Government and uas required exclusively 
for medicinal or scientific purposes and of an export authorisa- 
tion granted by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, through 
which port only such an export was permitted to be made 

The Collector of the exporting district issued an export pass to cover the 
export. 

32 Transport — Any person could transport such quantity of these articles 
as was covered by a hona fide prescription of a qualified doctor or dentist A 
licensed chemist or druggist could transport these articles on production of a 
permit, granted by the Collector of the district in wluclithe drug was to be 
transported, or, in the case of a hospital or charitable dispensary, of orders 
countersigned by a Cml Surgeon, an officer of the Indian Medical Ser\uce or an 
ofiicer of the E A M C , or, in the case of a votennary dispensary, of orders 
countersigned by the Superintendent of the Civil Vetennarj' Department or, 
in the case of colliery dispensaries in the Asansol Mining Settlement, of orders 
countersigned by the Chief Medical OfiScer of Health (Chief Sanitary Officer of 
the Asansol Mines Board of Health), and on obtaining a transport pass from the 
Collector of the exporting- district MTien such transports were made by a 
licensed chemist or druggist by post, certain specified conditions had to be 
satisfied 


33 Possession — The possession of the drugs, whether in a dry state or in 
solution was prohibited except by the following classes of persons and in the 
quantities specified against each, viz — 


{a) By private individuals, in such quantities as were prescribed in a 
bona fide prescription subject to the maximum specified below 


(1) Coca leaves — ^two ounces 

(2) Alkaloids of coca — 10 grains, except when certified to be required 

for purely surgical use

(c) By licensed chemists or druggists, to the extent of one ounce of all 
variettes of the ^ugs taken together or such smaller or larger 
quantity as was fixed by the Excise Commissioner m any indm-

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(<?) By licensed medical practitioners or dentists to the extent of half an 
ounce or such smaller or larger quantity as -rub fixed by the Ex- 
cise Commissioner in any individual case 

(c) There Was no hunt of possession for hospitals apd dispensaries under 
Gorerhment super^^sIou 

In the case of hospitals and dispensaries not under Government super- 
vision, the limit of possession was specified in the Excise permit 
granted to them for the use of the aforesaid drugs 

34 Sale — Sale without a license was prohibited Licefase^ were granted 
only to chemists or druggists approved by the CoUecfcor on payinePt df a fee of 
Re 1 per annum The revenue from licens'e fefes for sale of cocaiPe and allied 
drugs amoimted to Rs 3G0, against Rs 690 in the pre^^ou6 year and Rs 248 ih 
1912-13 The limit of sale was the same as the hmit of possession of thfe pur- 
chaser (paragraph 33 above) 

35 Licenses issued and the quantity sold — Four hundred aPd fiWy fivfe 
licenses vere issued in the year 1927-28, compared with 420 in 1928-27 and 265 
in 1912-13 The quantity of cocaine sold during the year was 14 lbs l2 oz 
and 14 grains, against 15 lbs and 208 grains in the preceding year 

36 Seizures — The total quantity of ilbcit cocaine seized in Bengal during 
the year under review was 174 lbs 5 oz and 190 grains, compared with. 43 lbs 
13 oz and 50 grains in 1926-27 and 373 lbs 1 oz and 264 grams m 1912'- 
13 

37 Preventive operaitons and illicit transactions • — The abuse of cocaine 
continued to be prevalent in Calcutta, where alone 423 persons were prosecuted, 
against 355 in the jireceding year The number of persons convicted for illicit 
possession, sale or smugglmg of cocaine increased from 313 to 363 (see state- 
ment 11) 

88 Disposal of confiscated cocaine — Confiscated cocaihe drugs were sent 
to the Chemical Examiner for examination l^Tien they were found by him to be 
unfit for use, they were destroyed When fOilnd fit for use, they were stocked 
by the Excise Commissioner for supply to Medical Store Depots, according to 
reqmrements or for sale to licensed wholesale chemists and druggists In 
1927-28, 271 oz of confiscated cocaine were sold to bcensed chemists and drug- 
gists and 104 oz were supplied to hospitals and charitable dispensaries imder 
Government supervision and to Medical Store Depot In 1926-27, the quan- 
tity of confiscated cocaine sold to licensed chemists and druggists was 257 oz 
The ‘aPiount in stock at the close Of the financial year l’927-28 was 299 oz. 
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CHAPTER V —Burma 


39 Definition of Cocaine and provisions of the Aid —Cocaine drugs are 
defined in the Burma Excise Act, 1917, as meaning the leaves of the coca plant 
(Erythroxylon coca) and cocaine and every other preparation and derivative 
of the said plant, and any other substance which the Local Government may 
declare to be a cocaine drug The Local Government has declared all drugs, 
synthetic or other, except stovaine and aly pm, having a physiological effect 
bimilar to that of cocaine, together wath all preparations and derivatives of 
such drugs, to be cocaine drugs The cultivation or collection of the coca plant 
or any other plant notified as an intoxicating drug is also prohibited by the Act 
except under and in accordance with the conditions of a special license granted 
by the Local Government No such hcenses have ever been or arc hkely to 
be issued 


40 Import, Export and Transport — The import or export of cocaine drugs 
by means of the foreign post was prohibited, and the import, export and trans- 
port of the drugs by inland post were permitted only in the case of certain noti- 
fied medicinal preparations containing a small percentage of cocaine Their 
import and export by means other than the post were permitted only by heensed 
pharmacists, and medical and veterinary practitioners A special permit 
was issued on every occasion of import The Collector of Customs and m the 
case of imports from Great Britain, the High Commissioner for India, were 
informed of the names of persons who were permitted to import the drugs, the 
kind of drug land the quantity to be imported and the name of the firm from 
which the drugs were to be purchased A special perrmt was also required for 
export, but no cocaine drugs were exported from Burma No permit was 
required for the transport within Burma of cocaine drugs in quantities which 
could be legally possessed by the person transporting them 

41 Possession — Possession was prohibited except by — 

(t) Licensed pharmacists and licensed medical and veterinary practi- 
tioners in quantities specified in their licences 


{ii) Officers m charge, of notified hospitals and dispensaries 

(til) Private persons, who had obtamed the drugs, for bona fide medicinal 
purposes, from licensed medical or veterinary practitioners, or 
from licensed pharmacists on a prescription of a medical or 
veterinary practitioner, or from officers in charge of notified 
hospitals and dispensaries 


42 Eale-^sAe Inthout a hcense was prohibited Licenses for sale were 

granted by CoUectom of districts on payment of a fee of Re 1 to pharmacists, 

t e , to persons who dealt in European medicmes and drugs as a means of liveli- 
hood, and to whom a hceme had been granted for tbs purpose under the 
Opium Act, 1878 Sale under the hcense was allowed only to — 

(a) medical and vetermary practitioners , 


(b) persons producing prescnptions of medical practitioners, and 

(c) other hcense holders 
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Prf'scriptioiis on u'ljich cocaine drugs were sold had to be retained by the 
liccn'^cd \ omlor for two years, and only one sale could be made on the authority 
of any one pro<’cnption The licensee was required to purchase his whole stock 
cither direct from Kuropc or from another licensed vendor in Burma 

13 Ziicc/Kc.s tsfued and snlc> (heretnidcr — In 1927-28, 65 licenses for sale 
were issued and the quantity sold thereunder amounted to 9 lbs 5 oz and 127 
grains There were 63 such licenses in 192G-27 and the quantity sold was 6 
lbs 1 1 oz and 236 grams The number of licenses in 1912-13 was 40. There 
are no accurate figures for the quantity sold in that year 

44 Seizures — The seizures of illicit drugs during the year amounted to 
140 lbs 14 oz and 102 grams For figures relating to 1912-13 and 1926-27 
see statement II 

15 Disposal of confiscated cocaine — All confiscated cocaine and alhed 
drugs were sent to the Chemical Examiner for exaimnation Drugs certified 
by the Chemical Examiner were supplied to the Burma Medical Store Depot 
in the phials scaled as received from the Cliemical Exammer or repacked m full 
phials by the Superintendent of Excise, Bnngoon "When the requirements of

47 Dcfimtion of cocaine and isstte of rules — Cocaine is defined in the 
Bihat and Onssa E\cise Act (Act II of 1915) ns including (o) coc,v lea\cs, 
(6) alkaloids of coca , (c) c\ cry drink or substance prepared from tlic coca 
plant (Erytbroxylon coca) , (d) every drug, synthetic or other, ha\ung a like 
physiological effect to that of cocaine , (c) every preparation or ndnn'vtnre 
of any article above-mentioncA , (/) anv drink or substance which the local 
Governrhent may, by notification, declare to be cocaine for the purposes of the 
Act, and every preparation or admivtilre of the same 

By an amending Act which came into force from the 17th !March 1928 
the cultivation of plants which may j*icld cocaine has been prohibited 

48. Import — ^The import, export and transport of cocame by post were 
^prohibited, except on behalf of the Government It could be imported by 
other means only by licensed chemists, druggists and medical practitioners 
for bona j^de me^cinal purposes and under cover of a pass, obtamed from the 
Collector of the importing district in the case of import from any part m Bntiah 
Tndia, and under cover of special permits, granted free of charge on each occa- 
sion by the Commissioner of Excise, in the case of import from any place out- 
side British India 

49 Export — The export of cocaine in excess of the quantity obtained 
at one time and possessed by a person under a single bona fide prescription 
of a qualified medical practitioner was permitted only by a licensed chemist 
or druggist, and on production — 

(а) for export to a district in British India, of permission from the 

Collector of that district, or, in the case of a hospital or a charit- 
able dispensary of orders countersigned by a CimI Surgeon, 
an officer of the Imlian Medical Sersnee or an officer of the Royal

or m the case of a hospital or a charitable dispensary, of orders 
countersigned by a Civil Surgeon, an officer of the Indian Medical 
Service or an officer of the Royal Army Medical Corps, or m 
the case of a Veterinary Dispensary, by a Director or Deputy 
Director of a Civil Vetermary Department, and 

(6) for transport from one district to another, of a permit granted by the 
(^Hector of the latter district, or m the case of a hospital or a 
charitable dispensary, of orders countersigned by a Civil Surgeon, 
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an officer of tlie Indian Medical Ser\dce, or an officer of the Eoyal 
Army Medical Corps, or m the case of a Vetermary Dispensary 
by a Director or Deputy Director of a Civil Vetermary Depart- 
ment 

51. Possessioy} — ^The possession of cocaine, whether m a dry state or m 
solution, was permitted only in the following cases, and subject to the con- 
ditions mentioned below — 

(а) by a licensed chemist or druggist up to one oimce, and by hcensed 

quahfied medical practitioners up to half an ounce (m either case 
of all varieties of the drugs taken together), or such larger 
quantities as were specially sanctioned by the Commissioner of 
Excise , 

(б) by hospitals and dispensanes under Government supervision or 

holding Excise permits (which were granted free of charge) for 
the possession and use of these drugs for medicinal or surgical 
purposes only, m any quantity , 

(c) by pnvate indinduals up to such quantity as was presonbed m a 
single bona fide prescription by a quahfied medical practitioner 
(as defined below), subject to the followmg maximum limit, 

V VIZ — 

(1) coca leaves — 2 ounces , 

(2) alkaloids of coca — 10 grams, except when certified to be required 
for purely surgical use , 

(3) every other drink or substance prepared from the coca plant — 

such quantity as was certified not to have an alkaloidal strength 
exceeding that of two ounces of coca leaves , 

(4) all drugs, synthetic or other, having a physiological eficct similar 

to that of cocame — m a quantity not exceedmg 5 grains, 
except when certified to be required for purely surgical use , 

(6) all preparations and adnuxtuies of any of the above such quantify 
as was apphcable to the class mentioned above, to which the 
preparation or admixture belonged, subject to the above 
exception regarding use for surgical purposes 

For the purpose of the rules the expression “ quahfied practitioner ” 
means — 

(t) any person registered as a medical practitioner under the Medical 
Act, 1858, or any Act of Parhament amendmg the same, or under 
any law for the registration of medical practitioners for the time 
bemg in forde in any part of British India, or 

('ll) any person registered as a dentist under the Dentists Act, I8i8* 
or any Act of Parhament amendmg the same, or 

(m) any person possessed of quahfications which render him ehgible

(tu) any other persons engaged in medical or vetennary practice, and 
approved by the Excise Commissioner for the purpose of these rules 
or of corresponding rules for the time being in force in any part 
of Bntish India 

52 Sale — Ketad sale was allowed only for bona fide medicinal purposes, 
and only on the prescription of a qualified medical practitioner Licenses for 
retail sale were granted by the Collector of the distnct only to duly approved 
chemists and druggists on payment of an annual fee of one rupee Sale could 
not in any case, exceed the quantity which the purchaser was authorized to 
possess (paragraph 60 above) A fresh prescription was required every time 
that cocaine had to be dispensed by a chemist, and the prescriptions were re-

65 Seizures — The total quantity of cocame seized and confiscated durmg 
the year 1927-28 amounted to 2 lbs 8 oz and 377 grains The drug seized was 
m paper packets or open phials m a more or less impure condition For 
figures relating to 1912-13 and 1926-27 see Statement II 

66» Offences ^The number of persons convicted for ofiences relating 
to cocame was 41, against 43 m the year 1926-27 and 86 in the year 1912-13 

67 Disposal of confiscated cocaine —Confiscated cocame drugs were sent 
to the Chemical Exammer for Customs and Excise for examination The 
Chemical Exammer was authorized to destroy all the drugs found unfit for 
use and to forward those found fit for use to the Excise Commissioner for supply 
to Medical Store Depots, accordmg to requirements or for sale to heeded 
dealers There was no stock of confiscated cocame with the Commissioner of 
Excise during the year 1927-28 for supply to Government Medical Store Depots

nS-A. Import —The import of cocaine was permitted from the United King- 
dom through the ports of Bombay, Calcutta and Karachi, and also fiom other 
provinces of Brit’sh India Import through the post from other provinces w'as 
nllowcrl under cerf^^m restrictions The persons permitted to iipport were 
lipcnswl vendors, piodical practitioners registered under the United Provinces 
Mcibcal Act, 1917, dental surgeons, military civil assistant surgeons, sub- 
assistant surgeons, gazetted onTiccre of the Army Veterinary Corps and 
the Indian Civil Vetcnnar3’' Department, olTicers-in-charge or managers of 
certain hospitals and di-^pensanes in the United Provinces and persons ex^ 
empted from the general prohibition of the possession of cocaine under Section

(6) By dental surgeon or licentiates who were registered under a Euro- 

pean or American hlcdical or Dental Act, or who had received a 
diploma or license from an Indian University or College and who 
practised dentistry according to European methods— to the extent 
^ of two ounces 

(7) By peraons and institutions specially exempted by notification by the 

Local Government under section 76 of the Exci se Act, I Vof 1910, 

- to the extent notified 

The Leal Government could prohibit any person described above who m 
their opinion had abused the privilege from possessing cocame 

Members of the professions who were qualified to possess and use cocame 
in the exercise of their profession could not withm a calendar year use or pres- 
cribe through a licensed vendor of cocame more than the amoimt which they 
themselves were permitted to possess at a time, and all such use or prescrip- 
tion were to be strictly for professional purposes only 

62 Sale — Licensed pharmacists could sell cocaine only to 

(а) medical and veterinary practitioners as specified above , 

(б) private persons producing prescriptions from such practitioners , 

(c) other licensed pharmacists , and 

(d) persons specially exempted from the general prohibition on posses- 

sion 

Licenses for sale of cocame were not granted to qualified medical prac- 
titioners for their own chemists’ and druggists’ shops 

63 Licenses issued and sales thereunder — The number of bcenses granted 
during the year 1927-28 was 119 The total quantity sold was 6 pounds 7 
ounces and 96 grams For figures relating to 1912-13 and 1926-27, please see 
Statement I 

61 Seizures — Two hundred and mnety-four cases of smuggling or 
illicit sale of cocame and its albed drugs were tried durmg the year, agamst 
232 in 1926-27 — an mcrease of 26 7 per cent The seizures amounted to 5 
pounds 6 ounces and 190 grains, compared with 6 poimds 11| ounces in 1926-27 
Smuggled cocame was sold in the provinces for as much as Es 150 to 200 an 
ounce, while the price of the bcit drug was about Rs 20 an oimce The traffic 
did not show any signs of abatement inspite of severe preventive measures and 
spread to some districts where it was unknown before Both Germany and 
Japan contmued to be the mam sources of the supply of this contraband. 
Oifiy one case came to bght m which a registered medical practitioner was 
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siispoctcd of lia\ang prescribed cocninc in excessive qunntitica After an enquiry 
the matter -aas dropped on the recommendation of the Inspector General of 
Cml Hospitals 

66 Disposal of confiscated cocmncy ct' — Samples of all confiscated cocaine 
wore forwarded by the Collector to the Clicinical Examiner fot c.xamination 
Cocaine which was passed by the Chemical Examiner os piito ^\as forwarded 
by Collectors to the Excise Commis^ oner who distributed the drug to the 
Medical Store Depots, at Calcutta and Minn j\br, in such quantities as were 
required by them The quantity remaining after meeting the requirements of 
these depots, was distributed partly to depots in other pro\nnccs, in communi- 
cation with the Director General, Indian Medical Sernce, and if any surplus 
remained after such distribution, it was kejit in the custotly of the Excise 
Cotaniissioner and sold by him to hcen‘’cd vendots and District Board or Muni- 
cipal hospitals and dispensaries or dispo‘;od of otherwise under the orders of 
Government All confiscated cocaine, other than that passed by the Chemical 
Examiner as pure, w as destroyed 
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6G — Rules were in force governing dealings m coca leaves, cocaine 

and other alkaloids of coca, every other intoxicating drink or substance pre- 
pared from the coca plant and all drugs, synthetic or otherwise ha\*ing a like 
physiological effect to that of cocaine, and all preparations and admixtures 
of any of the above But certain recognised medicinal preparations of cocaine 
and its allied drugs containing not more than 0 • 1 per cent of cocaine were 
exempt from the operations of the rules except in regard to import by sea from 
foreign countries by means of the post 

67. Import — The import, export or transport of cocaine drugs by means of 
the post was proliibited except on behalf of the Government Their importa- 
tion by other means was permitted only to licensed vendors or Government 
officers actmg as such m the course of their official duties, and under the authori- 
sation granted by the Financial Commissioner in each case Importation by 
sea was allowed only through the ports of Bombay and Karachi and the importer 
was required to appomt a recogmsed agent to pass the drugs through the 
Custom House. Every person importing by land from another provmce was 
required to make his purchases in the pro^^nce of export only from chemists 
and druggists who were authorised to sell the drugs for export, and to comply 
with all the rules and orders in force in that province regulatmg such exports 
In both cases the authorisations granted for the importation of the drugs 
covered theur transport to the places of destmation and it was meumbent upon 
the importer to report to the Collector of his district the arrival of any drugs so 
imported at the destination and to produce them for inspection if so reqmred. 

68. Import Certificates and Authorisations — ^The remarks made under 
“ Opium ” ^vlth regard to the issue of “ import certificates ” (mtroduced as the 
result of a League of Nations resolution) apply generally to cocaine There was 
tio comptehenSiVe list of cocame preparations exempted frCm mternal control 
Particulars of exempted preparations are issued from tune to tune 

69 Export — ^The export of cocame drugs from the Punjab to places out- 
side India was prohibited Their export to other provmces or Indian States 
was pernutted only to hcensed vendors or Government officers actmg as such 
in the course of their official duties, and under a pass granted by the Fmancial 
Comrmssioner in each case, on production by the exporter of an authorisation 
from the proper authority or pobtical officer of the province or State of unport 
The exporter was required to consign the drugs either to duly authorised officers 
of the provmce or State of import, or to a chemist or druggist who V as authorised 
to sell the drugs in such province or State, or to a private person therein on the 
prescription of a medical practitioner, and to the extent specified m such prescrip- 
tion He had also to comply with all the rules and orders in force m the Pronnee 
of State regulating the importation of the cocaine drugs therem, and report 
to the Collector, or other authorised officer of such province or State, the arrival 
Of the drugs at the destmation and produce them for mspection if so required 
The export pass covered the transport of the drugs to the places of destination 

70. Transport — ^Transport was permitted withm the Proiunce by licen- 
sed vendors Government Officers actmg as such m the course of their offici&l 
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duties, medical practitioners, and ])rivate jicisons, in (jnanhtu's wliicli they were 
authorised to possess A licensed \cndor was required <o obtain a pass from 
the Collector of the district for each lrans])ort, and hud to report the arrival at 
their destination of any drugs so transported, and to ])roduc(' t.hcni for insjiection 
if so required In the case of e\ery sale otherwise than on a prcscrqition 
the licensee W'ns required to issue a pass to cover transport of tlie con- 
signment to its destination, and send the diqilicate cojiy to the Col- 
lector of the district in wdiuh the diug was to he transported if an authorisa- 
tion was not required to he taken out from an authorised Government olh'cer 

Transport through the Province was pcrmiti.cd hy other provinces and 
Indian States only under cover of passes granted, in the former cases liy a duly 
authorised officei of the Province of export and in the latter hy a duly autho- 
rised Political Oiheer of State of iinimit 

71 Possession — Possession was prohibited excejit in the case of drugs — 

(1) possessed by an olficcr of the Government in the course of his official 

duties or required by him m the exercise of such duties , 

(2) possessed by a medical practitioner including (1) any practitioner 

who was eligible for registration under section 13 of the Punjab 
Medical Registration Act of PUG unless having been so registered 
his name had been subsequently removed from the Register 
under section IG , (2) any dent.ist who was eligible for registra- 
tion as a dentist under the Dentists’ Act, 1878 (41 and 42 Vict , 
C 33) and Act of Parliament amending the same, or wlio held a 
license to practise dentistry granted by a State Board ui the 
Umted States of Ainerica , 

(3) any member of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons , and 

(4) any Veterinary practitioner who was eligible for registration on the 

Register of Veterinary Surgeons under section 13 of the Veteri- 
nary Surgeons Act, 1881 (44 and 45 Vict , C G2) The Financial 
Commissioner could deprive of a license any person of the classes

72 Sale Sale wothout a license was illegal Licenses were issued by the 
Collector free of charge to approved druggists only, that is to say to persons w'ho 
dealt m European medicines and drugs as a means of livelihood and were wuth 
the approval of the district medical authority declared fit to sell cocame drugs 
The maximum l uni t of possession authorised by a license was ordmanly one 
ounce in the aggregate of all drugs covered by a license, but in special cases this 
limit could be raised with the sanction of the Fmancial Commissioner The 
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hcensco \\ as required (o obtnin his stocks of the drugs either direct from Europe, 
or from anotlicr authorised vendor in nccordaneo uith the rules govermng im- 
port and tr iiisport S ile under the license u as pcimitted only to the folloivmg 
])orsons iiiid in quantities w hicli they were authorised to possess, viz — 

(1) an ofliccr of the Government acting as such in the course of his 

official duties 

(2) a medical practitioner as defined above , 

(3) another licensed vendor , and 

(4) a private person jiroducing a prescription from a qualified medical 

practitioner 

Cocaine could not be supplied more than once on the same prescription, except 
111 pursuance of fresh directions duly endorsed on the prescription by the medical 
practitioner by whom it was originally issued and signed with his name m full 
and dated 

The names of the person firm or body corporate dispensing the prescrip- 
tion, and the address of the premises at which and the date on which it was 
dispensed were required to be marked on the prescription 

The licensee vas bound to maintain a correct account of transactions in 
cocaine and to preserve customs receipts or invoices, of su^iply as well as original 
prescriptions and reccqits from the persons to w horn the issues were made 

73 Licens s issued and sales thereunder — In 1927-28, 39 licenses were 
issued, and the ecorded sales thereunder were 5 lbs 12 oz and 212 grams In 
192G-27 the number of licenses issued for the sale of cocaine was 36, against 77 
m 1912-13 The quantity sold amounted to 5 lbs and 1G6 grains in 1926-27 
and 4 lbs 8 oz and 369 grains m 1912-13 

74 Seizures — There were 47 seizures during the year 

75 League of Notions’ Resolution — In pursuance of a League of Nations’ 
resolution, it has been dec ded that a certificate from the Chief Excise Authority 
of the Province is reqiured for every import of cocaine or its salts to the effect 
that the consigmnent to be imported is approved by that authority and is 
requued solely for medicinal or scientific purposes 

76 Disposal of confiscated cocaine, etc — Formerly confiscated cocaine and 
preparations thereof used to be dehvered to the Collector of the district m 
which the order of confiscation was passed Drugs from recognised makers, 
contained in intact phials, were forwarded by Collectors to the Chemical Exa- 
nuner, Punjab, for examinat on, and if passed by hi m as fit for use, were sent 
to the Medical Store Depot, Lahore, for disposal Drugs contamed (n) m opened 
phials, and (b) in phials, which were not passed by the Chemical Exaimner 
were destroyed, in case {a) by the Collector concerned, and in case (b) by the 
Chemical Examiner Drugs in mtact phials, which were passed by the Chemi- 
cal Exaimner but were in excess of the reqmrements of the iNIedical Store Depot, 
Lahore, were distributed by the Chemical Exammer, in correspondence with 
the Director General, Indian Iffedical Sernce, to depots m other provmces 
A report was submitted to the Government of India, at the end of each financial 
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year, showing the balance of confi**! atcfl roijune left over, after supplying 
Medical Store Depots, horn ftde lieensed vendors of locaine drugs and private 
medical practitioners, and after destroying wlint was not north keepnig How- 
ever it has recently been derided by tlie Punjab Government (Ministry of 
Agriculture) that in future all confiscated cocaine and its prcparalions must be 
destroyed under the orders of the Collector in the prasence of tJic District Excise 
Officer 

77 Ilhcil Traffictn Coemvr — The use of cocaine is increasing especially 
m large towns and the illicit traffic is assuming an alarming aspect During 
1927-28, .88 persons wore arrested for illegal possession of cocaine, 0 for un- 
licensed sale, and 4 for smuggling 

Vigorous preventive action however by the Excise Department and the 
special C I D Excise staff has met xvith considerable success An extremely 
impprtant capture was made during the year in t.hc Lahore district, in winch no 
less than 14,437 grains of cocaine were recovered from a notorious smuggler 
named Muintaz of Lahore City In other cases 848 grains vcrc recovered in 
the same district from smaller smugglers From tuo smugglers at Rohtak, 
315 grains were recovered, from two in Ambala, 201 grains , gnd 13.5 graips were 
recovered in Amritsar

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CHAPTER IX— Central Provinces and Bebar 


79 Rules —Rules were m force govermug dealings m coca leaves, cocaine 
and other alkaloids of coca, every other mtoxicatuig drink or substance pre- 
pared from the coca plant and all drugs, synthetic or otherwise, having a like 
physiological effect to that of cocame 

The Central Provinces Excise (Amendment) Bill, 1926, passed on the 4th 
March 1927, extends the prohibition of cultivation to all the varieties of coca 
plant. 

80 Import — Cocame could be imported mto the provmce only under a

Rules liavc however, been made governing dealings in coca leaves, cocaine 
and other alkaloids of coca, every other intoxicating dnnk or substance pre- 
pared from the coca plant, all drugs, synthetic or other, having a hke physiolo- 
gical effect to that of cocaine and all prepaiations and admixtures of any of 
the above. 

Formerly there were no rules relating to the cultivation of the coca plant

98 Dispo<!al of confiscated cocaine — On receipt of a report from the dis- 
trict offiber the Commissioner issued orders ns to the mode of disposal of con- 
fiscated cocaine drugs Drugs from recogmsed makers m intact phials were 
sent to the Chemical Examiner to the Govermnent, who forwarded them, if 
found fit for use, under his own seal to the Commissioner who made them over 
to the Calcutta Jledical Store Depot at intervals of every three months If the 
quant it}’ was greatly in excess of the usual rcqmremcnts of the Medical Store

CHAPTER XV. — Baluchistan 


134 Itxdes — Rules were m force governing dealings in coca leaves, 
cocaine and other alkaloids of coca, every other intoxicating dnnk or 
substance prepared from the coca plant, and all drugs, syntlietic or other, 
having a hkc physiological effect to that of cocame, and all preparations and 
admixtures of the same. But certam recognised medicmal preparations of 
cocaine and its allied drugs were exempt from the operation of the rules, 
except in so far as they prohibited import or transmission by means of the 
post 

135 /laporte.-— The importation of these drugs by means of the post 
was absolutely prohibited Their importation by other means was allowed 
only under permits granted by the Revenue Commissioner, a separate 
permit being required for each consignmenl Upon the issue of a permit 
to import, notice was immediately given by the Revenue Commissioner m 
the case of imports by sea, to the customs authonty of the port of entry, and 
m case of imports from another province m British India, to the Excise 
Authority of the Province of import The importer or his authorised Agent 
was required to present the permit to such authority withm one month from 
the date of its issue, and the said authority then endorsed upon it the period 
necessary for the transmission to Baluckistan of the drugs covered by the 
perrmts Without such endorsement and beyond the period mentioned m it 
no permit was held to be valid. 

136 Exports — ^The export of cocame and alhed drugs from Baluchistan 
18 not provided for in the rules 

137 Tramport — Nor has any specific provision been made to govern 
their transport from one distnct to another 

138 Possession — Possession of the drugs was prohibited, except by 
the following classes of persons and m quantities specified against each, 

VIZ — 

(1) by licensed vendors, to the extent specified in their hcenses 

(ordinarily less than one ounce of all drugs and preparations 
and other admixtures thereof taken together or, in special 
cases, such quantity exceeding one ounce as was fixed by the 
Revenue Commissioner for any particular licensee) , 

(2) by medical practitioners, t e , persons who had been registered 

under a European or Amencan Medical Act, or who had received 
Medical diploma from an Indian Umversity or College or who 
practised medicme accordmg to European methods, to the 
extent of half an ounce in the aggregate , 

(3) by dental surgeons, t e , persons who had received a European 

or Amencan degree in dental surgery, and who practised dental 
surgery accordmg to European methods, to the same extent , 

(4) by Government Officers, in such quantities as came into them 

possession in the course of their official duties , and 
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(5) by private individuals, in such quantities as tlicy purchased from 
duly authorised vendors on the prescription of a person prac- 
tising medicine according to Eurojican methods 


139 Sale — Sale without a license was prohibited Licenses were issued 
free of fee only to druggists, chemists or medical practitioners approved by 
the Collector The licensee was required to purchase all his suiiplies cither 
direct from Europe or from a licensed vendor or druggist in India Sale 
under the license was restneted to — 


(1) a medical practitioner or dental surgeon as defined above, 

(2) any other license holders , and 

(3) a person who produced a medical jiractitioner’s prescription or for 

whom a licensee who was himself a medical practitioner, 
had presenbed 


In the last case, sale was permitted only once on the prescription, unless 
re-endorsed by a medical practitioner 


140 Licenses issued and Sales thereunder — Three sale licenses uerc 
issued during each of the years 1926-27 and 1927-28, against 4 in 1912-13 
The quantity in hand at the commencement of the year -was 4 oz and 315 
grains while 120 grains were imported during the year, the total in hand being 
4 oz and 435 grains Of this, 265 grains were consumed during the year, 
leaving a balance of 4 oz and 170 grains at its close In 1926-27, 157 75 
grams of cocaine were consumed, compared with 6 oz and 270 craiM in the 
year 1912-13 ^
